R. refused to run extras, but made 
special trips to Macn's Choice and 
Wolfsbnrg and two runs to Everett in 
order to accommodate the crowds that 
wanted to come to the county capital— 
and then a large number of people 
wer; unable to get here. The 10:43 
train wa>. ,two hours late. 
It was 


crowded to the platform railings. If 
the trains had been on time the parade 
would have baen over before it rained. 
As it was, the procession did not start 
until about noon, and it was raining 
then. About the time the whole line 
was moving it began to rain in earnest 
and then there was some lively scram- 
bling for shelter:

Through no fault of the 
Fourth of July committee, the St. Lou- 
is Stars failed to keep their engagement 
and the Bedford and Dudley baseball 
teams "crossed bats.'1 In the second 
inning, when the score was 5 to 3 in 
favor of the home team, Dudley ob- 
jected to a decision of the umpire and 
refused to play, so the official gave the 
game to Bedford by the score of 9 to 0. 
The fireworks in the evening were the 
best ever seen in Bedford and were 
greatly enjoyed by a large crowd.

our birth as a nation should open with ^^ ^, vvilliam 
praise and thanksgiving1 to Him Who 
holdeth the nations of the earth in the 
hollow of His hands, and therefore, I 
would ask you, with reverence in. your 
heads and humility in your hearts, to 
unite with us in prayer to be conduct- 
ed by the Rev. Irvin W. Handricks." 
After a fervent invocation by Mr. 
Heidricks the union choir sang, with 
pleasing effect, "Our Festival Hymn." 
Then Rev. Hendricks read, in a clear, 
distinct voice, and in an impressive 
manner, the immortal Declaration of 
ludependenes. After this the union 
choir sang "America" and Burgess 
Tate introduced the orator of the day, 
Hon. Ward R Bliss, of Delaware coun- 
ty, with the following neat little 
speech: 


"Fellow Citizsns: I now have the 


honor and the pleasure of introducing 
the orator of the day and I want to 
tell you who and what he is. He was 
born and educated in Union county, 
but he early turned his back on the 
Union and located in Delaware county, 
because he knew which side of his 
bread was buttered. He has been a 
good country school teacher, a suc- 
cessful lawyer, an editor of an import- 
ant legal periodical, an editor, pro- 
prietor and publisher of an influential 
political newspaper, a digester and 
publisher of Laws and Legal Decisions, 
seven times a member of the general 
assembly of our commonwealth, and 
last, tut not least, the chairman of 
the appropriations committee of the 


town council was held Monday eve- 
ning. 
All of the councilmen were 


present. Treasurer Litzinger present- 
ed his report, showing a balance in his 
hands of 8759.37, of which sum S704.1S 
belongs to the borough and 
S5."> 10 to

A word about the liberty ol the press. 


An organized attack was lately made on 
the liberty of the press in the state of Penn- 
sylvania in the shape of hostile legisla- 
tion. I refer to the infamous Grady-Bal- 
ns libel law, best known as the "press- 
muzzier." The signing of the bill by the 
governor was the signal for such a storm ol 
Indignation, derision and execration on the 
part of the newspaper press, not only of 
this state, but also ol nearly every other 
state all over this broad land, directed at 
the politicians who were .thus striking at a 
sacred right guaranteed by the State Con- 
stitution, as nothing else could have caus- 
ed. 
And good cause there was for the 


newspaper men to be aroused, not so 
much on their own account, as on account 
of the liberties of the people. 
Nobody 


knows it better than the newspaper men 
that it is impossible for the people of any 
country to remain free, if the newspaper 
press can be successfully muzzled in the in- 
teresVof unscrupulous politicians and polit- 
ical bosses of the baser sort. The storm 
broke about the governor's head, and that 
sensitive official must have had a sweet 
time of it. 
Such £in assortment of left- 


handed compliments as has been dealt out 
to him has probably never been equaled 
in the whole history ol the world. I will 
not say that he deserved all that has been 
said of Mm but neither will I hold him 
free from all folly. His approval of the 
bill which he knew was obnoxious to a 
large majority of the people of the state 
was bad enough, but his lame apology for 
signing it was infinitely worse. The trouble 
was that the governor allowed his own 
feelings in the matter, as he made very 
clear in his explanatory message, to sway 
his judgment. 


Well, by the act of the governor, in ap- 


proving it, the bill isiiow apart of the stat- 
ute law of the state, 
and all good 


citizens will gracefully submit to it until 
such time as it shall be tested in 
the 


courts, as to whether it contravenes any 
constitutional provision or not. 
In the 


meantime, however, the people must not 
forget the warning. If the tsacrei right of 
a free press can bainvadod, what is to pre- 
vent a similar attack on the right of free 
speech? And if the rights of a fres press 
and free speech are both lost to the people, 
how much ol real liberty is left to them? 
Let no one be foolish enough to imagine 
that snch legislation as the libel bill reler-
